Regulations  made  pursuant  to  Sections  4  and 
8  of  the  said  Act. 


Definition. 

1.  In  these  regulations: — 

“  Act  ”  means  the  “  Natural  Products  Marketing 
(British  Columbia)  Act”: 

“  Board  ”  or  “  Provincial  Board  ”  means  the  Pro¬ 
vincial  Marketing  Board  appointed  under  the 
Act : 

“  Marketing  ”  means  buying  and  selling,  shipping 
for  sale,  or  storage,  and  offering  for  sale : 
^“Marketing  board”  means  a  board  appointed 
to  administer  a  scheme  authorized  by  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  under  the 
Act : 

“  Natural  product  ”  means  any  product  of  agri¬ 
culture  or  of  the  forest,  sea,  lake,  or  river, 
and  any  article  of  food  or  drink  wholly  or 
partly  manufactured  or  derived  from  any 
such  product : 

“  Person  ”  includes  a  corporation  or  partnership  : 

“  Producer  ”  means  any  person  producing  a 
natural  product  regulated,  or  which  it  is 
proposed  to  regulate,  under  a  scheme  pur¬ 
suant  to  the  Act  and  these  regulations, 
within  the  area  of  the  scheme : 

Words  importing  the  singular  number  shall  in¬ 
clude  more  persons,  parties,  or  things  of  the 
same  kind  than  one. 

Application  of  Regulations. 

2.  These  regulations  shall  apply  only  to  market¬ 
ing  wholly  within  the  Province  of  British  Columbia 
and  not  to  marketing  outside  the  Province  or  partly 
within  and  without  the  Province. 

Meetings  of  Provincial  Board. 

3.  The  Provincial  Board  may  meet  together  for 
the  dispatch  of  business,  adjourn,  and  otherwise 
regulate  its  meetings  as  it  deems  fit.  Questions 
arising  at  any  meeting  shall  be  decided  by  a  ma¬ 
jority  of  votes,  including  the  vote  of  the  Chairman. 
Meetings  of  the  Board  may  be  called  by  the  Chair¬ 
man,  or,  in  his  absence,  by  a  member.  The  Chair¬ 
man  shall  preside  at  every  meeting  of  the  Board 
except  when  absent,  in  which  case  the  members 
present  shall  choose  their  Chairman.  A  majority  of 
the  members  of  the  Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
necessary  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the 
Board.  The  Board  shall  cause  minutes  to  be  made 
of  all  resolutions  and  proceedings  at  meetings  of 
the  Board  and  of  all  orders  and  recommendations 
made  or  approvals  given  in  pursuance  of  the  Act 
or  these  regulations. 


Submission  of  Scheme. 

4.  A  scheme  for  regulating  the  marketing  within 
the  Province  of  a  natural  product  may  be  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Board  by  any  number  of  persons  who 
satisfy  the  Board  that  they  are  substantially  repre¬ 
sentative  of  the  persons  who  produce  that  product 
in  the  area  to  which  the  scheme  is  applicable  and 
for  the  purpose  of  satisfying  itself  as  aforesaid  the 
Board  shall  have  regard  both  to  the  number  of 
persons  represented  and  to  the  quantity  of  the 
product  produced  by  them  in  that  area  during  some 
recent  period  before  the  scheme  is  submitted 


Contents  of  Scheme. 

5.  Every  scheme  shall  state : _ 

(a.)  The  natural  product  to  be  the  subject  of  tin 
scheme  of  regulation : 

(b.)  Full  information  regarding  the  quantity  o 
the  natural  product  to  be  regulated  in  tin 
area  and  the  markets  therefor  • 

(c.)  The  geographical  limits  of  the  area  in  tin 
Province  within  which  it  is  proposed  tin 
scheme  shall  operate : 

(d.)  The  number  of  producers  who  shall  com 
prise  the  marketing  board  to  administer  tin 
scheme  and  the  basis  of  their  selection  • 


( e .)  The  name  of  the  marketing  board  and  its 
v  office  address,  the  chief  executive  officers, 
the  quorum  required  to  approve  any  order 
or  resolution,  and  how  vacancies  are  to  he 
filled :  * 

(/.)  The  proposed  scheme  in  sufficient  detail 
showing  the  extent  of  the  powers  to  be 
exercised  by  (lie  marketing  board  to  enable 
the  Provincial  Board  to  judge  of  the  expe¬ 
diency  thereof : 

( g . )  Whether  a  scheme  under  the  “Natural 
Products  Marketing  Act,  1!J34,”  of  the 
Dominion  is  in  force  or  is  contemplated  in 
respect  of  the  natural  product  proposed  to 
be  regulated ;  and,  if  so,  the  details  of  the 
scheme  under  the  Dominion  Act,  and  the 
extent  to  which  it  is  proposed  that  the 
marketing  board  shall  co-operate  with  or 
act  as  agent  of  the  local  board  under  the 
Dominion  Act : 

( h .)  The  method  of  conducting  a  poll  of  all  pro¬ 
ducers  in  the  area  of  the  scheme  if  a  poll 
is  requested  by  the  Provincial  Board  or  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council,  to  be  held 
either  before  or  after  the  scheme  takes 
effect,  and  the  majority  necessary  for  the 
approval  of  a  scheme  in  respect  of  which 
the  poll  is  taken  : 

(i.)  Any  other  information  required  by  the  Pro¬ 
vincial  Board. 


Additional  Matters  to  be  provided  for. 

0.  Every  scheme  shall  provide  for  the  following 
matters,  that  is  to  say  : — - 

(a.)  For  requiring  all  producers  to  be  registered 
with  the  marketing  board  as  soon  as  pos¬ 
sible  after  the  scheme  takes  effect : 

(b.)  For  requiring  that  no  producer  shall  be 
entitled  to  vote  or  hold  any  official  position 
in  respect  of  the  scheme  unless  he  is  so 
registered  :

(e.)  For  securing  that  any  producer  within  the 
area  of  the  scheme  who  is  aggrieved  by  any 
act  or  omission  of  the  marketing  board  may 
refer  the  matter  for  hearing  and  considera¬ 
tion  by  the  Provincial  Board :

Consideration  of  Scheme  by  Provincial  Board.

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 


the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers  to 
any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  -work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the 
applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  the  Brit¬ 
ish  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  .appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be  pub¬ 
lished  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  newspaper  in 
every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no 
newspaper  published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper 
published  in  the  electoral  district  nearest  thereto.
